HE British colonist, born and brought up in Great 
Britain, is often peculiarly retentive of British 

ideas and methods and inclined to be scornful of those of 
the new fellow-citizens with whom he has cast in his lot. 
The British “‘Colonial,’’ on the other hand, does not re- 
spect an idea or a method simply because it is British. 
He is, indeed, more “Colonial” than Briton and he esteems 
and understands the needs of his country and realizes 
that the ways of the mother-land are not always best 
suited to these needs. New Zealand, a colony much given 
to political and economical experimentation but whose 
past and present conditions are in many ways analogous 
to our own, has recently given an interesting proof of this 
independence of narrowing tradition and of appreciation 
of the architectural development of America in recent 
years. The Board of Education of the Provincial District 
of Auckland, which controls some four hundred and fifty 
public schools, determined to erect a technical college in 
the’city of Auckland as a memorial to the late premier of 
New Zealand, the Right Honorable Richard John Seddon. 
Not feeling satisfied that the best solution of the problem 
could be produced locally, the authorities turned for help 
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not to English but to American architects and sent here 
their architect, Mr. John Mitchell, commissioned to use 
the best means available for securing the needed design. 
Mr. Mitchell, after careful study and inquiry, drew up 
the programme of which a synopsis is given on another 
page, and asked us to conduct the competition whose 
interesting results are also shown in this issue. Because 
of the wide separation, in distance and time, of the two 
countries, and of the possibility of change in the com- 
plexion of the Board, it was not thought practicable to 
promise to engage the winner on the usual terms; but we 
do not doubt that the Auckland authorities and Mr. Hor- 
ace Trumbauer, the winner, will be able to reach an 
understanding that will be mutually satisfactory. 





F the Municipal Art Society, of New York, can prevail 
in its most recent undertaking, it will have deserved 
well of its fellow-citizens. Noting that the new piers and 
docks of the great Chelsea Improvement area are about 
ready for leasing to the steamship companies for which 
they were intended, the Society urges on the Dock Com- 
missioner that he allow the erection on the piers only of 
fireproof sheds of attractive design, each furnished with a 
flat or promenade roof accessible to the public, and to be 
used by it as a “recreation-pier,” and points out that the 
need of recreation-piers is clearly established and that, 
while the city has already spent between five and ten 
millions on the erection of such piers, here is a chance to 
get many more of them practically without cost. To this 
appeal the Dock Commissioner replies that he cannot 
approve this suggestion, since the lessees, the steamship 
companies, will not sign leases unless they can have full 
and absolute control of the piers and all that is upon 
them. To this the Society rejoins that the steamship 
owners understand it is to their interest to dock on Man- 
hattan Island and will not allow such an immaterial 
annoyance as a crowd of interested spectators on the roof 
of their sheds to stand in the way of their real interests. 
The Society’s suggestion recalls the interesting scheme 
for the treatment of the river front and piers developed 
by Mr. A. H. Thorpe nearly twenty years ago. 





T is evidently going to be a long time before the French 
Government arrives at the end of its troubles over 
and because of the separation law, and one does not have 
tobe an ardent churchman to feel a certain glow of 
satisfaction at learning that, once more, the politicians 
have lost where they hoped to gain. It appears, accord- 
ing to the confession of a certain M. Antoine Thomas, 
a once respectable cooper of Clermont-Ferrand, that 
both acknowledged and unknown dealers in. antiquities, 
whether real or spurious, were quick to see the possibil- 
ities that the new law put within their reach, if they 
could but come in contact with churchmen sufficiently 
human in their make-up to be swayed by sentiments of 
revenge or cupidity. M. Thomas, who surrendered him- 
self to justice and made his confession for the sake of 
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saving his mother and brother wrongfully accused of 
crimes committed only by himself, declares that a certain 
number of these dealers in antiquities had formed a syndi- 
cate and had then employed agents, himself amongst 
others, to bribe parish priests, sacristans and other cus- 
todians to substitute, for a consideration, copies of certain 
of the treasures in their charge before they were turned 
over to the public officials, enough time for the prepara- 
tion of the copies being afforded by the lengthy process 
of preparing full descriptive schedules of the properties 
transferred. Thomas says, too, that, finding that bribery 
and corruption produced results only slowly, a system of 
simple theft and burglary was also brought into use, and 
he declares that the products of this system, considerable 
in amount, variety and value, were easily disposed of in 
England or the United States. The particular article 
whose disappearance brought M. Thomas to grief was 
the cope of Orth, valued at $120,000, which had been 
stolen from the Church of Ambazac near Limoges. 
HERE is often a sort of vulgar satisfaction when 
one discovers that another is as deep in the muck 
as he is in the mire; by analogy, then, some may feel an 
unacknowledged gratification on learning that other 
countries than this are the scene of reinforced-concrete 
accidents. Late in August the roof of a six-story flour- 
mill at Marquette-lez-Lille, in the north of France, col- 
lapsed without warning and because of defects that have 
not yet been determined and, of the fifteen workmen 
buried in the ruins of the six floors that accompanied the 
roof to the cellar, thirteen were killed, so the percentage 
of mortality was unusually high. The accident is said 
to have been due “ad des imprudences diverses,” and 
the statement proves once more the great difficulty of 
determining which of several possible causes actually 
brings about these unpleasant catastrophies which are all 
the more unpleasant because so mysterious. L’Architec- 
ture et la Construction dans le Nord, in its comment on 
the accident, pithily draws attention to a fact that is too 
often forgotten. Acrobats, says L’Architecture, who are 
skilled in their dangerous exercises, are in case of acci- 
dent the only victims of their rashness, while, when it 
comes to carrying out tours de force in construction, it 
is not those who conceive them who risk their lives in 
the execution, but ignorant workmen, who do not ap- 
preciate the risks they run. It- seems to us very doubt- 
ful whether engineers and architects when they are pre- 
paring to enter on some unusual or risky piece of con- 
struction give as much thought as they should to safe- 
guarding the mechanics whose lives they are about to 
put at risk. 





OME day a man will appear who has a genius for 
converting unconsidered trifles into dollars and 
cents and perceive a practicable means of coining into 
palpable money the hundreds of thousands of dollars that 
Pittsburgh now discharges into the air as impalpable but 
all too-defiling smoke. When that happy day comes the 
citizens will awake to the fact that their city has, in the 
eve of ‘the landscape architect, a most favored site, and 
they will then regret that they have allowed to go to

waste so many valuable opportunities. To convert Pitts- 
burgh under its present far from agreeable limitations 
into a “city beautiful” is really a work for Titans, 
but the Pittsburgh Chapter, A. I. A., undismayed 
by this fact, has undertaken to accomplish some of the 
first of the many prepafatory measures that must be car- 
ried out, forestalling the advent of the man of genius who 
shall restore sunshiné and a pure atmosphere to this 
smoke-invested city. The Chapter has issued an appeal 
to the public at large and to certain public-spirited citi- 
zens in particular imviting the constitution of a fund, of 
unstated dimensions, which shall be used in the prepara- 
tion of the necessary surveys and studies by competent 
authorities. Thé fact that the members of the Chapter 
pledge themselvés to give to the work their own thought 
and time withottt compensation should materially facili- 
tate the securihg of the needed funds. Pittsburgh and 
the great industries centered there have so much indi- 
viduality that we hope that the preservation and enhance- 
ments of its characteristics may be taken as the key-note 
of the conception that is finally to be worked out, and 
that the promoters will not feel that they must follow in 
the footsteps of Washington, Cleveland, Boston, or any 
other city that has undertaken to grow more beautiful. 
We can mistily imagine how Leonardo da Vinci, if he 
had reinforced concrete to work with, would handle 
the cliffs and river front, how he would force the great 
mills to take an effective architectural shape and group! 
ing and would delight in connecting them with shapely 
viaducts and make the neighboring heights accessible 
by carriage instead of inclined railway. But Leonardo 
was a Titan, and it would be too much to expect that he 
has an equal in the Pittsburgh Chapter. 





i is interesting to find the promoters of the great 

Thames-Barrage scheme taking heart of grace be- 
cause the Charles River dam in Boston—comparatively 
a small affair—is on its way to successful execution. It 
becomes daily more plain that if London is not to lose 
its shipping to Antwerp, Bremen, Hamburg and Rotter- 
dam, steps must be taken to accommodate modern deep- 
draught vessels by adding to the navigable depth of the 
Thames—either at the bottom or at the top. The first 
can be done only by dredging and continuing to dredge, 
while the second can be secured by building the great 
dam at Gravesend, which will hold the water on the up- 
stream side always at flood level. Both schemes have 
their advocates, but the Royal Commission seems in- 
clined to favor the use of dredges, while the advocates of 
the barrage have just issued an important pamphlet in 
which the several phases and advantages of their scheme 
are advocated by competent and known authorities. At 
first sight it would seem as if here were a matter in which 
architects could have no very direct concern. But the 
advocates of dredging, and of course their opponents, 
are giving much study to the great probability there is 
that the deepening and widening of the river bed will 
seriously imperil many buildings along the river front 
and may possibly cause, under pressure of heaving build- 
ings inshore, a considerable slip of the upper soil over 
the clay underbody. 
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The “‘Samaritaine’” Department-Store, Paris 


HERE is one building in Paris that reminds us strongly 
of America—in its hustle, not in its architecture. It is 
“the Samaritaine,’ which is putting up just now additions 
several timeg as large as the original building; and not only 
that, but each new floor and each new section the moment it 
becomes habitable is turned over to business. It is quite sur- 
prising to find in Paris things taking such a turn as this, for 
usually building operations are a process of years. When I 
said that it was not American in its architecture I said so 
advisedly, for a like radicalness of treatment would hardly be 
dared here, yet it is well in keeping with the business princi- 
ples of the house. The exterior is entirely in iron and bronze 
and enamelled lava, a combination at once clean, non-inflam- 
mable and lending itself to the freest interpretation of the 
programme. 

The new buildings are on the block just northwest of the 
Pont Neuf, bounded by the Rue de la Monnaie, Rue des Prétres, 
Saint-Germain-l’Auxerrois, la Place de l’Ecole, Rue de l’Arbre- 
Sec and the .Rue Baillet. The architect is M. Frantz 
Joyrdain, of Paris. The buildings are seven stories high, 
extremely light throughout, for, as the walls and supports 
are studied so as to be reduced to a minimum, the maximum 











of space is left for the glass. The stiffness usual in a treat- 
ment all in iron is relieved, as we see in the photographs, by 
the use of ornaments in wrought iron and copper. Especially 
in the marquises and in the springing and the tops of the 
piers are they employed to good advantage—often in an ex 
uberance of free design, quite in character both with the 
material and with the store itself. Then the question comes 
how to treat the webs, horizontal and vertical. This has been 
solved here in a most novel way by the use of colored enam- 
elled lava—a most practical material, as it is impervious to 
weather and is not affected by dust or by smoke. These lava 
facings are painted a dull orange, with letters and floral pat- 
terns in white and green and red, all to harmonize with the 





steel work, which is of a light gray-blue, the color of the 
“Samaritaine” ever since its beginning. The panels of the 
ground floor are of a very hard wood, “Vicado,” sculptured 
in free forms by Janselme, and resting on bases of grés by 
Bigot. The wooden panels are filled in with plates of ham- 
mered and repousée copper and gold mosaics, all by Schenck. 

The whole fagade is full of variety, in form and in color. A 
special feature is the tower, which can be seen from a con- 
siderable distance, especially at night when the glass bricks 
of its roof are illuminated from within. Here again we see 
structural iron used most playfully, even capriciously, yet 
with a reasonableness and charm of form which excuses many 
of its eccentricities. A bazaar-like character is given to one 
of the facades by an enormous bow-window running the 
whole height of the building, and marking where the great 
hall is going to come—a hall which is going to run the whole 
depth of the building. 

A few of the features of the installation of the building may 
be interesting for comparison. The old building and the new 
are connected by subways under the street, the city retain- 
ing the right to take back this privilege at any time on three 
months’ notice. The ventilation is cared for by the open 











spaces in the columns. The floors are of an agglomerated 
pulverized wood, prepared after what is known as the Dolo- 
mont system. It is quite practical, as it is non-slipping, 
without joints, easily washable and quite hygienic. There 
are twelve elevators in the building, arranged in groups of 
two and scattered so as to be easily accessible from all parts 
of the store. Special study has been given to the details of 
the different services, to make every part operate with the 
least friction. For example, a conveyor-belt ¢ollects bundles 
from every part of the store and conveys them to the base- 
ment, where they are sorted for delivery; the awnings on all 
the floors are raised and lowered entirely by ‘electricity, and 
the heavy iron shutters in front of the show-windows are 
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manipulated by machinery. It is interesting to note in pass- 
ing that the ironwork in the building, all by Schwartz and 
Meurer, cost $1,200,000. 

In many of our cities, with the building laws relative to 
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exposed steel as they are now, it would be impossible to do 
anything like this. Still, it is full of suggestion as to new 
treatments of well-known materials and new combinations of 
materials. G. B. Forp. 


The Seddon Memorial Technical College Competition 


HE Competition for the Seddon Memorial Technical Col 

ege, Auckland, New Zealand, was instituted by Mr. John 

Mitchell, architect, representing the Auckland Education 
Board, who came to America for the express purpose of finding 
the best possible solution of this problem in planning and’ design 
ing. As direct communication between this country and Auckland 
is, roughly speaking, at intervals of a month, and as Mr. Mitchell 
felt it necessary to leave here in August and particularly wished 
that the drawings should be consigned the following month, the 
time necessary for producing them was very short. 

The terms and requirements mentioned in the programme 
are, in brief, as follows: 

The competition is confined to the architects of the United 
States and Canada. 

All the designs shall be adjudicated upon by three judges, 
one to be the editor of the AMERICAN ARCHITECT, ex-0fficio, and 
the other two judges shall be chosen by the competitors from 
architects or professors of architecture practicing or residing in 
New York. Each competitor shall have the right to nominate, 
and to vote for two judges. The judges thus appointed shall 
award the prizes, and their award shall be final and binding upon 
all parties. 

The first prize shall be $500; the second $200. 

It is also to be understood and agreed that any design con- 
sidered by the judges to be of sufficient merit may be forwarded 
to the Education Board at Auckland, and the Board may retain 
and use any of such upon a payment of $150 for each design so 
retained. 

The money for the first and second prizes has been lodged in 
trust with the proprietors of the AMERICAN ARCHITECT, who are 


duly empowered to pay the same over to the successful competi- 
tors immediately after the award shall be made. 

These premiated designs shall then become the property of 
the Auckland Education Board. 

All other designs shall be returned to the respective competi 
tors free of cost to the owners.

The awards would be made, first, with regard to convenience 
and suitability of floor arrangements; second, excellence in 
artistic quality; and third, economy in the construction.

The design must include a plan of each floor at a scale of 
1-16 inch to 1 foot; an elevation of the St. Paul street front, at 
1-16 inch scale, and an elevation of the principal or Wellesley 
street front at 1-8 inch scale. 

Any section that the competitor may think necessary to dis- 
close fully the main features of his design. 

Each design must be accompanied by a brief typewritten de- 
scription of the building, the materials and methods of construc- 
tion, cubic contents and approximate estimate, taking (say) 20 
cents’ per cubic foot as a basis, and as though the conditions 
were American or Canadian instead of New Zealand. 

Designs shall be mounted on stretchers, or stiff cardboard, say 
30 by 24 inches, none under glass; all drawings shall be rendered 
in pencil or pen or a combination of both. No color must be 
used except on the principal (Wellesley street) elevation. Let- 
tering to be quite plain, dimensions figured on each room. 

Each sheet may bear initials S. M. T. C., Auckland, and shall 
carry also some distinguishing nom de plume 

Drawings shall be delivered on or before the 26th day of 
August at the offices of the AMERICAN ARCHITECT, Flatiron Build- 
ing, New York. Each shall be accompanied by a card bearing 
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the name and address and mom de plume of the competitor sealed 
in a plain envelope and addressed to the editor of the AMERICAN 
ARCHITECT. 

Competitors were supplied with a plan of the site and a tenta- 
tive plan of the various floors, which disclosed the amount of 
space to be allotted to the various departments, but which was 
not intended to be closely followed. 

Only that part of the building fronting on Wellesley street is 
soon to be constructed, and competitors were warned that the 
corner property is not likely to be available for many years, and 
therefore cannot be taken into serious consideration. 

It was particularly suggested that a building be designed which 
may be constructed with reinforced concrete. 

Although no promise could be made that the winner of the first 
prize should be employed to provide specifications and working 
drawings, it was intimated that the Board would, if practicable, 
obtain these things from the winner upon the usual commission 
and terms prevailing in America 


(5) The artistic imagination and the professional skill re 
vealed in this plan, give every reason to put confidence in its 
author's ability to correct some minor errors in the design. 

(6) The elevation, though less interesting than it might be, 
errs on the side of sanity and propriety, and can easily be given 
a little more vivacity and variety of light and shade. It is un- 
mistakably a school buiiding, and equally amenable to execution 
in stone or brick, or to adaptation to concrete. 

(7) The construction of this building is so free from angles, 
curves, jogs, loug spans, etc., as to promise economy per cubic 
foot, which will, in considerable measure, offset its large cubic 
contents. Note the great simplicity and economy of the exterior. 
Moreover the 1,900,000 cubic feet of sections I and 2 can be 
reduced materially by reducing the width of the class-rooms from 
the 30 feet shown to the 28 feet called for. This alone would 
cut out 31,000 cubic feet or more. 

An error in the grade line of the fagade, and the consequent 
failure to provide entrances both 





REPORT OF JURY. 

Twelve designs were submit- 
ted, according to the require- 
ments of the programme, for the 
competition for the Seddon Me- 
morial College, on August 26, 
1907, and the drawings and me- 
moir and envelope of each were 
marked with a distinguishing let- 
ter, by which they will be herein 
designated. 

Upon a preliminary examina- 
tion all were found to conform 
to the terms of the competition. 
About one-half followed closely 
the arrangement of the printed 
diagram; the remainder depart- 
ing more or less widely in detail 
from its suggested arrange- 
ments. Of these four placed the 
auditorium in the angle between 
sections 2 and 3, where it would 
be central to both wings. About 
two-thirds of the designs recog 
nized clearly the division into 
three sections; others ignored it 
or only recognized it in part. 

Proceeding by elimination the 
jury soon narrowed down their 
selection to three or four de- 
signs Upon a more careful 
scrutiny it became clear that the 
design lettered “I” (having for 
its device a double red triangle 
in a double black circle) stood 
far ahead of all the rest in ex 
cellence of arrangement — the 
first requisite; stood high in 
artistic quality, and although 
showing large cubic contents, the

others of less merit in planning 

and design, as to deprive it of the claim to the first place. The 
jury accordingly awarded it the first prize of $500, and unhesitat 
ingly recommend it for adoption, for the following reasons: 


(1) The plan is not only most original, but strikingly simple 
and practical. Walls and partitions are straight, communications 
direct, circulation admirable (note cross-corridor between the 
St. Paul St. and Wellesley St. wings, found in this plan alone) ; 
and the lighting of all parts is most carefully studied and abund- 
ant. There is an adequate vestibule or rotunda, directly serving 
not only the front entrance but also the auditorium and library, 
and stairs and lift are well placed. All corridors are weil 
l ig hted 

(2) The auditorium is—with perhaps the exception of K’s—the 
best in shape, as it is the amplest and best lighted and the Lest 
served by lobby, corridors, entrances and exits. 

(3) The library is so far superior to that of all other designs 
as to be beyond comparison. 

(4) The sub-basement is excellently served by a rear drive- 
way entrance. 
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to basement and first floor, was 
due to evident misinformation 
and misreading of the pro- 
gramme. “I in 14’ 0” being read 
I in 140, or perhaps 1 in.—14' 
o”. It in no way vitiates the ex 
cellence of the design. 


For the Second Prize of $200 
the Jury recommends the design 
marked “E” (three intersecting 
circles), which is far inferior to 
“T” in arrangement, but still com- 
bines economy and convenience 
in excellent degree. The audi- 
torium is badly arranged, though 
well placed, and there is nothing 
to compare with the beautify] 
court shown by “I”; but, on the 
other hand, the exterior is more 
interesting than “I’s” and quite 
as expressive—and much more 
costly to execute. Taken alto 
gether, no other plan seemed to 
the Jury to come up to the logi 
cal and careful arrangement of 
“E,” except “I.” 

The Jury also recommend for 
Honorable Mention the design 
“K” (“Systematic”), on account 
of its admirable auditorium in 
the angle of sections 2 and 3, and 
its very striking and original ex 
terior, eyidently designed for 
concrete, The plan has many 
good features, bit a cramped en- 
trance, ill-placed $tairs and lack 
of simplicity. The elevation errs 
in raising the basement so high 
above the grade and providing 
no direct entrance to the first 
floor, while the cupola above the 
main roof is without meaning 
or apparent relation to the plan. In spite of these defects, there 
is so much imagination and originality in both plan and elevation 
that the Jury feel that this design merits an Honorable Mention, 
and purchase on the terms specified in the programme. 

The striking economy of cubage of the design “C,” the pictur- 
esque originality of the fagade of “G” (intersecting squares with 
third square inscribed), and the straightforward concretic char- 
acter of the elevation of “L” (red triangle in double red circles), 
were in each case associated with defects of planning, which 
quite forbade their serious consideration for an award. 

The cubic contents stated by the competitors are found to be 
unreliable and in most cases greatly understated. Since in every 
case, the heights above grade can be varied more or less and 
thus (where the whole plan is carried up uniformly to the roof) 
the height may be assumed as constant, the real basis of compar- 
ison may safely be the ground area covered. 

For Sections 1 and 2, I covers 25,427 sq. ft.

K covers 23,652 sq. ft. 
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The excess of “I,” therefore, over “E” is 2,500 square feet in 
round numbers. If 72 feet be taken as the mean height, this 
means an excess of 180,000 cubic feet, or, at 20 per cent. an excess 
of cost of “I” over “E” of $36,000, for the two sections. But 
this would be diminished greatly by the simplicity of “I” as com- 
pared with “E,” and the Jury feels that the possible difference 
in cost of $25,000 or $28,000 between the two designs is far more 
than outweighed by the quality of “I” and the evidence it gives 
that its author may be trusted to be able to revise the design, 
while keeping all its essential excellences, in such fashion as to 
bring it down far closer to the cost of “E” or other inferior 
designs.

The first prize design (referred to above as “I"") was the work 
of Mr. Horace Trumbauer, of Philadelphia, while the authors of 
the second prize design (“E”) were Messrs. E. M. Smith and 
W. E, Groben, of New York. The descriptions which accompanied 
these two designs are printed below: 

FIRST PRIZE DESIGN : AUTHOR’S DESCRIPTION. 

We have arranged for two entrances for the College, one on 
each street. The principal entrance being in tke centre of the 
Wellesley street elevation, and the secondary entrance at the 
lower end of the St. Paul side. From the principal entrance we 
come directly into the main stair hall, which we have endeavored 
to make as eentral as possible. The assembly hall is directly on 
axis and has been placed so that it will form a connecting link 
between the portion of the building on Wellesley street and that 
on St. Paul street, thus permitting of a corridor connecting the 
two sections, giving easy and direct access to all parts of the 
building from the main stair hall. The assembly hall itself is 
so placed that it ean be used for public ceremonies without inter- 
fering with the school proper. The director’s office, with the 
general offices, waiting-room and rooms for the heads of the 


tie 
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departments have been arranged in a suite near the principal 
entrance. The dining-room with its kitchens and dependencies 
has been put on the third or top floor. This location suggested 
itself as more desirable than the floor below on account of the 
odors from the kitchen and facilities for ventilation. 

All the windows have been made large so that all rooms will 
be well lighted. 

The materials of construction could be reinforced concrete 
with a veneer of red facing brick. All the cut stone work being 
in a light grey stone. 

The cubic contents of the entire building is approximately one 
million seven hundred thousand (1,700,000) cubic feet which at 
twenty (20) cents per cubic foot gives a cost of three hundred 
and forty thousand ($340,000) dollars for the complete building. 

To Wellesley street we have given a grade of one inch in 
fourteen feet, according to our understanding of instructions and 
sketch; however, any change in grade could be readily taken care 
of both in plan and elevation. 

SECOND PRIZE DESIGN: AUTHOR'S DESCRIPTION. 

After viewing plot plan and having duly considered completed 
buildings, we decided upon the following desiderata: 

Assembly Hall,—In a central position; readily accessible to all 
parts of the building, also affording direct entrance from either 
street; Class Rooms,—Well lighted; Corridors,—Well lighted 
and spacious; Gymnasium,—Under Assembly Hall, of ample size 
and permitting a permanent arrangement of apparatus; Shop,— 
Grouped near Power Plant; Elevation,—Studied to permit build- 
ing to compose as each section independently or with other sec- 
tions; Windows,—Grouped to express Class Room units; Style— 
Modified type of Classic Renaissance; Construction,—To be of 
reinforced concrete, walls, columns and floors; Basement walls 
to have stone ashlor facing and above to be brick veneer with 
stone trimmings; Cubic Content,—Of First and Second sections, 
one million three hundred and sixty thousand (1,360,000) cubic 
feet at twenty cents gives total cost two hundred and sev- 
enty-two thousand ($272,000) dollars.

The living-room and stairs on first floor are stained dark 
brown over North Carolina pine, and the walls and ceilings 
finished with gold toned grass cloth. Kitchen white enameled 
wall and ceiling. Kitchen floor of monolith. All floors through- 
out are North Carolina pine, stained in tints to harmonize with 
decorations. Fixtures, hardware and registers on first floor fin- 
ished dull green. On second floor old brass. Bedroom finish 
second and third floors, white; bathrooms on second and third 
floors white enamelled walls and ceiling, floors of cement. All 
bathroom hardware, fixtures, etc., nickel plated. 

The house comprises on the first floor living-room, dining-room, 
and kitchen, with appropriate closets. 
bedrooms and a bathroom. On the third floor two bedrooms 
and bathroom. No back stairs or pantry seemed necessary on 
account of the small size of the house and limited number of 
servants.

We are indebted to the architects for the following descrip- 
tion, which refers to the buildings illustrated in our last issue 
and which, though it arrives a week too late, will be an interesting 
supplement to the drawings and photographs. 

Cotp Storace PLant AND Power House.—This building was 
erected for the three-fold purpose of generating steam, generat- 
ing electricity and for cold storage. 

It contains twelve Wickes upright boilers of 5,000 h. p., placed 
on the main floor and above them in the third, fourth and fifth 
stories is a large coal bin, capable of holding 2,750 tons of coal. 
The coal bin is made of steel beams, filled in with concrete. The 
coal is carried up to the bin in conveyor buckets. These buckets 
also carry away ashes from the boiler pits and dump them into 
a large steel ash bin, from which the ashes are dropped into 
wagons at the convenience of the drivers. 

Steam is conveyed from the building through a tunnel to a 
large number of business buildings in the neighborhood, furnish- 
ing these buildings with heat. 

One entire half of the building and also the parts of the 
upper stories over the coal bin are devoted to cold storage. 

The front part of the building contains two large engine rooms, 
one over the other, and each of them having a height of three 
stories. The lower one contains the electric generators.. The 
upper engine room contains all the machinery for manufacturing 
and circulating cold brine. This brine is conducted to the top 
floor of the building to the cooling pipes, which cool air, and 
this cold air is blown by fans through large ducts to the various 
cold storage rooms throughout the building, thus doing away 
with the necessity of carrying brine or ammonia pipes into the 
cold storage rooms. 

The building is constructed with a very heavy steel frame, 
carrying floors and walls. Between the floor beams standard 
arch tiles are used with a cement finished floor and tiles, plast- 
ered on the underside. 

The walls are all brick with a deep red paving brick facing 
and terra cotta trimmings. 

The floors and frame are calculated for a uniform safe load 
of 350 pounds to the square foot, and the columns are spaced 
apnroximately 16 feet in both directions. 

Both engine rooms have a clear span of thirty-two feet, 
spanned by plate girders, one plate girder having to carry as 
much as 100 tons. 

The insulation of the cold storage varts of the building is 
obtained bv building a 4-inch tile wall 8 inches inside of the 
outside wall and filling the intervening space with loose cork. 

Floors are insulated with 4 inches of “Lith,” and all walls 
and floors are thoroughly coated with a water-proof paint. 

The smoke from the boilers is conveyed to the smokestack 
through brick ducts, which are carried down back of the boilers 
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and under the boilers to the bottom of the smokestack; these 
ducts being lined with fire brick. 

The smokestack itself is 13, feet 6 inches in diameter and is 
245 feet high; made of steel plates and lined on the inside with 
fire brick, anchored to very heavy concrete footings, and_ this 
stack is absolutely self-supporting, not being guyed at any point 
and not touching the surrounding walls. A brick wall is built 
around this circular stack in the form of a square and the 
triangular spaces in the four corners are used most effectively 
as ventilating flues for the boiler-room. 

Metal windows and wire glass are used throughout and every 
outside door opening 1s fitted with rolling steel shutters. 

In the cold storage part there is a large receiving court under 
cover, into which teams drive and unload, and the openings in 
this court are also protected by rolling steel shutters. 

Cement-finished floors are used throughout, except in the 
offices which occupy the space over the engine-rooms on the 
eighth floor. These offices are finished in fumed oak. 

On the first floor in the storage side are the offices of the 
storage department, these being finished in mahogany. 

The part of the building immediately over the coal bin and 
in the sixth story is used for the cold storage of furs, with a 
small reception-room adjoining. 

The building has four elevators, one passenger, one five-ton 
freighii for general use and two freights used exclusively for the 
cold storage part. 

Ice PLrant.—-The building for the making and storage of ice 
is situated about 600 feet from the power-plant and is connected 
with it by a tunnel under the street. 

This building is erected with a steel frame, tile walls, plastered 
inside and out and concrete floors; some of the floors being 
reinforced. 

The long storage-room is 50 feet wide by 80 feet long by 50 
feet high and is to be used for the-storage of ice in dull seasons. 
This room is insulated with loose cork. 

The ice is to be made on the “plate” process, each block weigh- 
ing five tons. The ice is made in large steel tanks with cooling 
plates dividing the tanks; cold brine being conducted into pipes 
between the cooling plates. . 

The five-ton blocks of ice are lifted by an electric crane and 
carried over to the cutting table, which is then let down into a 
horizontal position and the ice cut into blocks as desired, being 
sent through automatic ice-drops to the storage-rooms and the 
delivery platform below. The ice wagons are diven into the 
large court under cover for loading. 

The building has cement and composition roof. 

When plans were first made it was intended to erect a rein- 
forced concrete building. Some of the spans were so great, 
however, that tremendous concrete girders would have been 
needed, so it was decided to build with a steel frame and tile 
walls plastered, using steel plate girders for the long spans and 
thereby saving a large amount of space.
